Some of her assignments were 
to find out whether shipment of 
planes to China had been stepped 
up, the secret performance rec- 
ords of certain planes and what 
America’s plans were concerning 
the Free French movement. 

When her agents gathered In- 
formation on these and other 
subjects, the blonde met them 
quite openly in hotel lobbies, res- 
taurants and railway stations.

L ouis F . Budenz, former editor of the Daily Worker 
and for manyyears a leading Communist, once was as* 
signed to be a partner in espionage .with “Mary,” the 
blond spy ring leader, he told the WGrld-Telegram today. 

Mr. Budenz, now a professor at Fordham University 
following his break with the party and subsequent re- 
turn to the Catholic Church, said he was aware of the 
nature of the work performed by the blond spy for the 
Soviet Union during the war. . 

He met “Mary” regularly in a small cafe on Univer- 
sity PL and gave her whatever information he gathered 
on assignments given him by “John,” the leader of 
“Mary’s’’ spy ring until his death in 1943. 

He was instructed to obtain information about Com- 


munists who had obtained fobs in the Office of Strategic 
Services in Washington and also to find out what Amer- 


ican agents— CSS, G-2 and other- — were operating under- 
ground in Europe and other war zones. 

So secret was this working partnership that party 
leaders cautioned both “$Iary” and Mr. Budenz not to 
show any recognition whenever they met in the ninth- 


floor command post of party headquarters, 35 E. 12th St 
It was obvious that the leaders did not want other 


It was obvfous that the leaders did not want other 
Communists to know that the two were working to- 
gether for fear of a leak within the party itself. 

In fact, the party went to such lengths to safeguard 
“Mary’s” ktetity'that even Mr. Budenz was not told her 
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detailed to work together, “John” 
y Mr. Budenz would be put in 
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‘John’ told me that a new and larger effort «oon 
would be made to penetrate all American intelligence 
agencies,” Mr. Budenz said. This included even a plan 
to infiltrate the FBL 

' The plan never reached fruition, however, probably 
because of “John’s” death in 1943. After that, Mr. 
Budenz and “Mary,” who became head of “John’s” ring, 
saw each other very little. He concentrated on editorial 
work in connection with the Daily Worker and she con- 
tinued her espionage a ctivi ties. 

CHARTER MEMBER. 

Within hours after “John’s” death, Mr. Budenz was 
summoned to the v»fa»th floor of party headquarters and 
directed to write the spy leader’s obituary for the Daily 
Worker. He whs told not to describe “John” as a party 
member but as “a good friend of the Soviet Union.” And 
that was the way It appeared. . 

Actually, he was a charter member of the party and 
for years headed one of its most important committees. 

M r. Budenz said that few of the comrades had any 
who the mysterious blonde was and only a select 
handful of the leaders had any notion of what she was 
doing. 

“The comrades, however, looked at each other sig- 
nificantly when she swept into the building (party head- 
quarters),” he said. ’ , . . „ 

Mr. Budenz plans to tell many of the fascinating 

’details of this intrigue in a book 

I he is preparing under the title 
•Men Without Paces.”

Mr. Budenz, as did the blond 
| spy, told the World-Telegram that

; " Gradually , with the outbreak of the war , she was taken 

more and more into the inner circles of the high command and 
* eventually , when her immediate superior died in the middle of 
\the war, she found herself in complete control of the Soviet 
spy ring which had been woven into the American Communist Party, 

" Reporting to her under various aliases and pseudonyms 
were some fifty men and women. Communists all, who ranged in 
rank from clerks in important Government Bureaus to one man of 
near Cabinet authority. These people brought her a wealth of 
information, plans , and details, figures and statistics, top 
secret programs and even American military strategy still in 
the formative stages, 

"( Nearly all of these people due to FBI pressure no 
longer are on Government pay rolls,) 

"The woman, now employed in New York City in a modest 
clerical position , eventually became apalled at the enormity 
of the crime she and the others were committing, 

"In 1945, aware that the once small service she gladly 
had been giving the Communist Party had mushroomed into a 
gigantic treasonable assignment for the Soviet Union, she went 
to the FBI, 

"The Attorney General's Office, realising there was very 
little corroborative evidence, impaneled the Grand Jury and 
the investigation was launched, — 

" The Jurors were reported to have been so furious after 
hearing her story that they wanted then and there to indict 
the Government employees involved. Federal attorneys, however, 
felt they did not have sufficient conclusive evidence and 
prevailed upon the Jurors to wait •

"Among the secrets which the woman and her agents turned 
over to the Russians were the first plans of the B-29, still 
under wraps, and complete data on R-D-X, a plastic explosive , 
She furnished the Soviets with almost daily figures on American 
production of planes and other war materials , 

"From a White House official she learned one day that 
American intelligence officers were about to break the Russian 
secret code — a break, incidentally, which might have informed 
American authorities of the existence of the spy ring • ' The 
Russians, naturally, were delighted with this information and 
presumably speedily changed the code, 

■ "Working for this woman were such officials as a man high 

Hn the counsel of the Office of Strategic Services (supposedly 
the most secret of all American cloak and dagger agencies ,) 

This man, wearing his Army uniform, would meet the woman on 
a Washington street corner and turn over secret information 
to her, 

"Others working for her included a personal advisor to 
President Roosevelt, a high Army Air Forces officer , an official 
of the War Production Board, members of the Office of War 
Information, and persons informed of policy from other strategic 
Government agencies • 

"None of these people apparently received money for their 
spying activities. The woman explained that they turned over 
the information because they were loyal members of the Commuhist 
Party, 


"Most of this information was channeled directly to Russia, 
but when the woman received matters of special political 
interest, she made carbon copies and sent them to the 9th 
floor headquarters of the Communist Party at 35 East 12th 
Street, 

"After informing the FBI of the ring, the woman maintained 
many of her old associations for more than a year to give the 
FBI a chance to check her story, 

"Ones, with FBI Agents watching, she met here a high 
official from the Soviet Embassy in Washington and received 
from him an envelope containing several thousand dollars • 

The official had come to New York to press the money upon 
her because he believed she was weakening,"

newspapers. They also have asked the NY Office for Bentley's address. 

Mr. Belmont said that in reply to all such questions, the NY Office has 
responded, very definitely, "no comment." 


Mr. Belmont added that in his opinion representatives of the NY 
papers undoubtedly will succeed in locating Miss Bentley, who is now living 
at the St. George Hotel under her right name. In this connection, I observed 
to Mr. Belmont that the Washington Times-Herald story stated that she was 
presently living in a Brooklyn hotel, so it appeared that James Walter, at < 


least, knew her whereabouts.

LAUCHLIN CURRIE started corresponding with the/rr ath Iron Wor ks 
under the trade name of iMPCHLIMRTTRR TE A COMPANY, 565 Fifth 
Avenue, N ew York City.iy CURRIE was interested in obtaining 
fishing trawlers for, as he described in his letter to the Bath 
Iron dorks, an important group of European businessmen and 
financial interests. CURRIE stated that he was representing 
a French financier named CASTEL and has continued his negotia- 
tions with the Bath Iron Works, endeavoring to secure these 
trawlers which were to be equipped with quick-freezing units 
for the fishing catch. 


16*. SCHULZE further advised that he had also received a 
communication ftaOm a former Commander in the United States 
Navy, MELVIN Wy^ROWERS, of 6 Brookside Circle, Bronxville, 

Mew York, who also claimed to represent French financial 
interests in attempting to obtain from three to seven fishing 
trawlers of the same specifications as those desired by LAUCHLIN 
CURRIE . 


The Bath Iron Wbrks subsequently learned, Mr. SCHULZE stated, 
that both POWERS and CURRIE were representing the same financial 
interests. So far, no contract has been entered into for the 
const ruct ion of these trawlers with either CURRIE or POWERS. 

%. SCHULZE stated that in the past the Bath Iron Works has 
constructed similar trawlers for the French and is now completing 
a contract of fishing trawlers for the French. 


Mr. SCHULZE stated further that he called this information to 
the Bureau' 8 attention and the Navy Security Officer at the 
Bath Iron Works merely to be put on reoord, since the Bath Iron 
Works is doing some confidential work for the Navy Department in 
the construction of experimental type destroyers and he thought 
that if as a result of the testimony given before the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities concerning the associations 


of LAUCHLIN CURRIE it was brought to lit

Ur. SCHULZE further advised that he could see nothing unusual 
in the request of CURRIE for these fishing trawlers and all of 
the negotiations with him have appeared to be aboveboard and 
nothing of a military or naval nature has entered into their 
oor re spondence • 

The only thing that occurred to him, Mr. SCHULZE advised, was 
that perhaps the fishing trawlers may not be for French finan- 
cial interests but might be for some other European country 
and the French financial interests claimed by CURRIE might be 
used as a blind to secure the trawlers for another country* 
This occurred to him after reading in the newspapers about 
CURRIE'S activities and the allegations made against him.

Mr. WATT Stated that WHEELER appeared to him to he a loyal 
citizen, of the United S tat es and he further advised that WHEELER' s 
employment within his corporation had been marked by no untoward incidents 
and that he considered WHEELER to be sincerely endeavoring to learn the 
:a#' bu8iness - stated that WHEELER was a clumsy mechanic and not at all skill ed 
in the use ox tools. However, he said that WHEELER was earnestly and 
sincerely attempting to learn the business. It should be noted that Mr. 

WAT? is himself, a skilled mechanic and he advised the interviewing agent 
that he, WATT, very often puts on old clothes and goes into the sho p 
because he greatly enjoys working on the equipment. Mr. WATT stated that 
because of the employment of WHEELER struck him as being an odd situation, 

}ie put WHEELER to work with an individual named THURSTCE LAY, who has been 
vith the Robert Denny Watt Corporation for about twenty-five years. LAY 
*i s a veteran of the U. S. He.vy in which he served during World War I. 

Mr. WATT further stated that he desired to cooperate with this 
Bureau in every possible way. Mr. WATT was not, of course, told the 
reason for the inquiries concerning WHEELER, but it is thought that he 
pernaps made an accurate guess as to the nature inasmuch as he stated that 
ms brother, RICHARD WATT , was a "radical thinker." He stated that he, 
himself, is a conservative businessman and that he has often had long 
arguments with his brother RICHARD in which his brother had stated that 
a redistributlra of the wealth is to be desired and has made other similar 
allied remarks. Mr. ROBERT WAIT stated, however, that in his opinion, 
his brother was extremely loyal to the United States and that these 
remarks were made more in a speculative sense than with any immediate 
intent to carry them out.

.Heeler S lay-off was not in the nature of a reprimand or because his 

services were unsatisfactory but rather because there is no immediate need 
for his aid. 

Mr. W stated that WHEELER had told him that he was seeking to 
buy a farm in the Ellensburg or Okanogan area of Washington and that he 
intended to live on this farm and to operate a small heating establishment 
in wnich he could sell furnaces, repair same and generally carry on a small 
scale counterpart of the Robert Denny Watt Corporation in order to supplement 
the income earned from his farm.
